CALLS for mandatory face coverings 
and covid safety measures to return to 
shops have been backed by West 
Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper. 
Shopworkers' trade union Usdaw is call- 
ing for the action and has asked that 
Government make important in-store 
safety measures mandatory to help reduce 
the spread of Covid-19, in light of rising 
infections, hospitalisations and deaths. 
Rosie Cooper MP is backing the call, say- 
ing: “The UK has just recorded more than 
50,000 Covid cases for the first time in 
over three months, yet the Government 
appears to be sitting idly by and allowing 
this spread. 
^| am thoroughly in support of Usdaw's 
call for mandatory face masks and covid 
safety precautions to return to shops. It is 
truly scary to see that now there is no 
requirement to do so, the majority of 
people no longer wear a mask. 
"Something has to be done to reduce the 
spread, and this change will go some way 
to protect staff at the shops and their cus- 
tomers.”

secretary said: “Since the Government 
ended mandatory safety measures within 
shops, the wearing of face coverings, 
social distancing and hand sanitising have 
been in decline. Protection for retail work- 
ers through customers following Covid 
safety rules should be backed up by the 
law and not left to individual choice, if we 
are going to avoid further lockdown 
measures. 

“Without clear direction from the Gov- 
ernment, we continue to ask employers to 
think about their duty of care to staff and 
promote safety measures to the shopping 
public. We also ask customers to show 
their support and respect for shopworkers 
by wearing face coverings, observe hand 
hygiene and maintain social distancing. 

“Wearing a face covering is an important 
measure to help protect workers who 
have no option but to interact with the 


public. Retail workers are at a greater risk 
of catching the virus and bringing it home 
to their families. 

“They have worked throughout the pan- 
demic to keep the country fed and 
deserve to be valued, respected and pro- 
tected.” 

@ PARENTS in the North West can now 
book Covid-19 vaccinations online for 
their 12-15 year old children. 

The booking service will provide an 
additional option for parents to book a 
vaccine for their child, alongside the 
schools programme which has already 
vaccinated children in more than one- 
third of the region’s schools. 

If a child has already been invited 
through their school but hasn't yet been 
vaccinated, they do not need to act on 
their invite through the national booking 
system unless parents wish to get their 
child vaccinated outside of school. 

Parents are being advised to keep check- 
ing the NHS.uk website as more 
appointments and sites become avail- 
able. 

Letters will be sent to parents and 
guardians of children aged 12 - 15 over 
the coming weeks inviting them to book 
the vaccine online or by calling 119.

The main focus of the rural road- 
show was to property mark rural equipment to 
make it easier to trace should they be stolen and 
over the week more than 100 pieces of equipment 
were marked including GPS units, quadbikes, trail- 
ers chainsaws and tractors.

‘Eyesore’ building 
set to be turned 
into apartments 


Plans unveiled to 
convert former college 
building and Learning 
Centre into 55 flats

A FORMER college and hospital build- 
ing, which has been branded an 
‘eyesore’ and survived a demolition 
bid in 2019, is set to be refurbished as 
part of ambitious proposals to create 
55 apartments near Ormskirk town 
centre. 

The former Ormskirk College campus 
on Hants Lane has been empty in recent 


years, and is included in planning docu- 
ments which have been received by West 
Lancashire Borough Council. 

The application also involves convert- 
ing the former Learning Centre, which 
fronts onto Derby Street, and sits on the 
same plot of land, into accommodation. 

This site has been vacant for quite 
some time and requires 24 hour on site 
security to deter anti-social behaviour. 

There used to be a Cottage Hospital on 
part of the site. 

Plans show the front part of the build- 
ing at Hants Lane is predominantly 
single storey. There are three outriggers 
within the courtyard area which would 
be demolished. 

A parcel drop off point would be 
included and there would be room for a 
mobile hairdresser/community care and 
recreation room. 

The ground floor will be turned into 21 


apartments including 11 one-bed apart- 
ments, 10 two-bed apartments, nine of 
which will be elderly/accessible. 

The first floor will provide 13 apart- 
ments, while the second floor will be 
converted into nine apartments. 

In the Derby Street development there 
would be a new pharmacy. 

On the ground floor there would be 
three apartments, which would include 
two one-bed apartments and one two- 
bed apartment. One of these will be eld- 
erly accessible. 

The first floor will provide five apart- 
ments (including two  one-bed 
apartments, one two-bed apartment and 
two three-bed apartments. One of which 
will be elderly/accessible). 

The second floor will provide four 
apartments, including three one-bed 
apartments and one two-bed apart- 
ment.

‘Radical overhaul’ 

needed as system

COUNCILLORS at West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council are 
calling for Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Rishi Sunak, to carry 
out an “urgent review of business 
rates” to help shops and busi- 
nesses trying to recover from the 
pandemic. 

Most non-domestic properties, 
like: shops; offices; pubs; ware- 
houses; factories; and holiday 
rental homes or guest houses are 
charged business rates which are 
worked out through the rateable 
value of a property and the sub- 
sequent multiplier. 

Critics say the system is out- 
dated because it does not take 
into account the growth of online 
retail, the decrease in physical 
shop footfall in recent years and 
the move to home-working. 

Some of these issues have 
heightened during the pandemic. 

Cllr Gareth Dowling has put for- 
ward a motion stating that the 
council believes retail is among 
the sectors most affected by the 
pandemic and that the need for 
social distancing has changed the 
way many businesses operate 
reducing footfall. 

The motion adds: “The pan-

demic has accelerated what in 
many cases has been a longer 
trend of lower footfall and chan- 
ging shopping habits. 

“This council welcomes the will- 
ingness of Government to 
acknowledge the problems and 
come forward with initiatives in 
response to these challenges such 
as the furlough scheme, the Covid 
support business loans, and 
grants and the High Street 
Taskforce.” 

It states that the current system 
of business rates needs a “radical 
overhaul" as it “places an unfair 
burden on ‘bricks and mortar’ 
businesses compared to online 
ones.”

“I am pleased to hear that the police are cracking 
down on these organised meet-ups.’ 


The MP added that she has requested a Public 
Space Protection Order to prevent any further gath- 
erings taking place. 

Public Spaces Protection Orders (PSPOs) are 
intended to deal with nuisance or problems in an 
area that causes harm to the quality of life of the 
local community. 

PSPOs can be enforced by police officers, police 
community support officers and council officers 
(including individuals they designate powers to), 
with fixed penalty notices up to £100 issued to 
those who breach the order.

More than half a 
million Covid-19 
booster jabs given 
across North West 


MORE than halfa million top up Covid-19 jabs have 
been delivered in the North West in a month, as the 
NHS vaccination rollout continues to protect those 
most at risk from coronavirus. 

Atotal of 548,933 top ups have been administered 
since the programme began on September 20. 

Nationally, four million booster jabs have been 
given - more than double the rate of the initial rol- 
lout in December. 

People over 50, frontline healthcare and social 
care staff and those with underlying health condi- 
tions in the North West are being invited to book 
their jab when they become eligible. 

The number of sites offering the booster vaccine 
in the region continues to expand, with more than 
300 vaccine services approved to give the top-up 
dose, including pharmacies, hospital hubs, GP 
practices and vaccination centres.

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Rail service to Manchester 
should carry on to Piccadilly 


I am a regular user of the South- 
port to Manchester rail service. 

Keeping an hourly service to 
Manchester Oxford Road station, 
as announced, will aid a signific- 
ant number of shoppers, students 
and commuters compared with 
previous plans to send all the 
town’s Manchester traffic to Vic- 
toria Station and it will provide a 
Metrolink tram connection to vari- 
ous south Manchester 
destinations. 

However, taking Southport 
trains past Salford Crescent 
pushes them through the conges- 
ted ‘pinch point’ between 
Deansgate and Manchester Oxford 
Road which was meant to be the reason for 
the routing change which was originally 
proposed. 

There is no logic in not having trains from 
Southport and Wigan carry on a couple of 
minutes more from Manchester Oxford 
Road through to Piccadilly. 

The bottom line is that travellers from 
Blackpool are still being treated as priority 
for good fast connections and Southport 
gets the leftovers. 

Piccadilly station itself is not much use to 
many Southport travellers but the logic

would be to give Southport a share of the 
trains which go to Manchester Airport 
down one line from Oxford Road through 
Piccadilly - where there are no trains at the 
moment - and to Stockport and Crewe 
down the other where the present service 
is going to be scrapped. 

It would also help if Northern Rail did not 
keep cancelling Manchester - Southport 
trains at the last moment due to engine 
failure or lack of drivers.

New bridge over railway could 
be the only long term solution 


The railway bridge on Derby 
Street is, in its present condi- 
tion, a safety hazard, 
particularly to pedestrians. 

I voiced my opinion, formally, 
during the Lancashire County 
Council consultation. 

It has already been admitted, 
by LCC, that the bridge is weak 
and needs remedial work doing. 

What I don’t understand is 
why the work should be under- 
taken by, and paid for by the 
county council. 

It is a railway bridge and its 
structure is solely the responsibility of Network 
Rail, the engineering experts in such structures. 

Recently, Bridge Street railway bridge was dis-

covered to be weak and Network Rail closed it to all 


traffic and had to carry out work anchoring the 
bridge to its foundations. 

This could prove to be the problem with Derby 
Street bridge, as both bridges were built in 1848. 

I have measured the carriageway and footpaths 
on Derby Street bridge and they are not of the 
standard required by the requirements of the regu- 
lations now in force. 

An obvious answer would be a separate foot- 
bridge, as is the case with the bridge on Bridge 
Street. 

However, the remedial work on the bridge will 
require the closing of the railway bridge. 


That raises the big ques- 
tion as to where does the 
traffic on Derby Street 
divert to? 

Perhaps reverse the flow 
of traffic on Railway Road? 
That could cause prob- 
lems at the junction with 

Moor Street. 

A possible long term solu- 
tion would be to have a 
new bridge across the rail- 
way, not replacing the old 
bridge, but crossing from the 
soon to be demolished bus 
station, perhaps diagonally, to the junction of Rail- 
way Road and Derby Street. 

It would take most of the traffic off the old bridge 
going to St Helens Road and restore Knowsley Road 
back to the quiet residential street it was meant to be. 

If the new road bridge was two way, Derby Street 
could become two way and take traffic bound for 
Burscough Street. 

The bridge would, of course, be another Network 
Rail project. 

These are only suggestions in the hope of widen- 
ing the debate, stimulating other suggestions and 
solutions, and, hopefully, preventing the ensuing 
disaster on Derby Street.

Investment in youth services needed to reduce knife crime 


Barnardo’s is having to support children as 
young as nine who are being criminally 
exploited, and we are deeply concerned that 
without Government action the problem will 
spiral even further out of control. 

During the pandemic we have seen organ- 
ised gangs grooming young people and 
encouraging them to carry drugs and 
weapons. 

These children are victims and need the right 
support to help them recover, rather than 
being criminalised. 

Yet evidence from our frontline workers 
shows children and families across England 


can experience months of exploitation, fear 
and violence before help arrives. 

We know that children who have already had 
a tough start in life are particularly vulnerable, 
including those in foster care and residential 
care, and children who have been excluded 
from school. 

That is why we are calling on the Govern- 
ment to change the law so that children who 
are being exploited by gangs are identified 
and supported early. 

It is also vital that this month’s Spending 
Review includes long-term, sustainable fund- 
ing for local areas to invest in youth services, 


counselling and other support for young 
people at risk. 

We believe there is a lack of understanding 
and consistency among professionals including 
the police, social care and health workers 
about how to identify and support these 
young people. 

This is leading to vulnerable young people 
being criminalised rather than safeguarded. 

That is why Barnardo’s is calling on the Gov- 
ernment to make changes to the Police, Crime, 
Sentencing and Courts Bill so that every local 
area develops a strategy to tackle child crim- 
inal exploitation and serious youth violence. 


We also want the Government to increase 


specific funding for youth services. 


Research carried out by ourselves and Red- 
thread on behalf of the All-Party Parliamentary 
Group on Knife Crime and Violence Reduction 
before the pandemic showed how areas exper- 
iencing the largest reduction in spending on 
young people have seen bigger increases in 
knife crime. 

Two years on we believe the problem is even 
worse.

In the past three weeks Lancashire Police 
have received reports of fraudsters telephoning vic- 
tims pretending to be police officers and 
fraudulently obtaining cash through what is known 
as courier fraud. 

So far, the reports have been from pensioners in 
the Blackburn and Lancaster areas but in the last

Earlier in the week two other elderly women, also 
from Preston, reported receiving phone calls from a

Thankfully, one victim terminated the call before 
disclosing bank or credit card information and 
another victim was refused an attempted transac- 
tion at the bank. 

DI Mark Riley from Lancashire Police said: “Lan- 
cashire has suffered a spike in courier fraud in the 
last three weeks with nine reported losses and more 
than 25 attempts. The total loss is estimated to be 
more than £35,000. 

“Victims are often elderly and caught off guard by 
expert criminals who use ruthless tactics to con- 
vince victims to act immediately and pressure them. 

“This coupled with imitating police officers is 
what makes people believe the lies fed to them.” 

The police will never ask for bank details or those 
of people’s loved ones. If residents suspect a fraud is 
taking place or something is not quite right, they 
should always disconnect the call.

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Whooper Swans now back from Iceland 


At Martin Mere, in October, we always celebrate the return 
of the pink-footed geese but, as we head into November, 
we look forward to welcoming back our whooper swans. 


Discovery Hide, where an interactive display allows 
visitors to enter the ring numbers they can see. 
Once a ring number is entered, details of the bird's 
life history are displayed; including when the bird 
first came to Martin Mere, which bird it is mated 
with and how many offspring it has produced 

over the years. 


The swans usually start arriving in large numbers in the 
first half of November and build to a peak in January and 
February. This year, some of the whoopers arrived earlier 
than usual and we have had up to 150 birds for the last 


three weeks. ; 
It is really easy to read the rings, especially when 


they come right up to the hides at our daily swan 
feeds, which start at 3pm every day and which are 
one of the best winter wildlife spectacles in the UK. 


Just like the pink-footed geese, the whooper swans that 
winter in West Lancashire also come from Iceland. They 
are cousins of our resident Mute Swan but, instead of 
having a red bill, have a yellow bill, with the patch of 
yellow differing between individuals. In other bird news, visitors to our Bird Fair turned 
up a number of good birds including snow goose, 
great egret, bittern, willow tit and brambling, as 
well as the continued starling murmuration and 
the pink-footed geese coming in to roost. Both 
the bittern and the great egret were even seen 
within the fenced are of the Martin Mere wildfowl 
collection in the Wild Walk area. This is a first for 
the site and, with little egret and grey heron, now 
takes the number of species of herons seen in the 
grounds to four. 


It is the different patches of yellow which has enabled us 
to identify individual birds by recording their bill patterns. 
This allowed their movements, to and from Iceland, to be 
monitored year to year and also allowed for family ties to 
be identified between birds. 


Nowadays, the birds are studied through the use of plastic 
leg rings, printed with large numbers. Our monitoring 
staff and volunteers keep track of the birds and enter the 
ring numbers into a database for record keeping. Visitors 
to Martin Mere can also make use of the database in our 
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Church to exhibit collection

Pauline said: “I can’t wait to see them in person as 
the photos are beautiful and when you see the 
amount of work that has gone into making them it is 
quite breath-taking to see. We are so pleased to be 
oe to display them in the Parish Church in Orm- 
skirk.” 

Threads of Survival is a timely collection of creative 
textiles produced as a national project that invited 
people to tell their stories and experiences of the 
pandemic, and also to express the importance of the 
NHS in their lives. 

Led by national campaign organisation, 999 Call 
for the NHS, the project now has 19 quilts made by 
groups from across the country.

For £125,000 a small company called Kingsley 
Cars will take Britain’s favourite mud-plugger 
in its two-door guise from the Seventies, kit 
it out with a modern, fuel-injected V8 and an 
uprated ZF auto ‘box, and garnish its innards 
with Apple CarPlay and wireless charging for 
your smartphone. It'll even handle properly, 
as it’s been equipped with modern day 
suspension and beefed-up anti-roll bars - but 
from the outside it's all but impossible to 
tell apart from a Seventies Range Rover.
